An  Afterword: 

Our  Past  Has  Departed; 
God's  Now  Is  Eternal 


A  yearbook  permanently  stores  nnemories  in  its  pages  of  a  year  gone  by.  It  has  the 
ability  to  captivate  us  for  hours  as  we  look  and  remember  times  that  seemed  at  the  moment 
unbearable  and  almost  unending,  but  in  reality  were  tolerable  and  even  enjoyable  after 
all.  We  occasionally  might  sense  the  nostalgia  that  yearns  to  be  there  again  for  just  a 
moment — a  moment  of  time  when  life  at  B.C.  could  be  real  again.  Somehow  it  would  be 
worth  the  theology  assignments,  crossing  Rudisill  Blvd.  eight  hundred  times  a  day,  and 
the  phones  always  being  busy  just  when  we  wanted  them  most.  But  going  back  is  not  to 
be.  Life  has  gone  on  and  even  if  we  could  go  back  it  would  probably  be  different  than  our 
dreams  led  us  to  believe.  We  are  in  the  ever  present  now;  that  which  has  past  is  gone, 
that  which  is  ahead  is  still  somewhat  of  a  mystery;  therefore  now  is  the  time. 

The  fulfillment  of  this  here-and-now  includes  every  moment  which  God  has  imparted 
to  us.  Whatever  the  time  span  between  departure  from  B.C.  and  reviewing  captured 
memories  in  this  book,  when  considering  them,  let  us  consider  this:  God's  eternal  now 
involves  thoughts  and  actions  we  have  and  have  had  throughout  life— before,  during,  and 
after  B.C.  Whatever  the  time  might  be,  we  should  ask  ourselves  "What  is  my  response  and 
my  relationship  to  Him  in  His  eternal  now?
